No less important than the Eastern 
guestion, although, perhaps, less urgent, 
Is the problem oí Germany. Both at) 
Hythe and at Boulogne the Allies dis-| 
cussed ‘measures for securing the fulfil- 
ment of the Treaty of Versailles. The 
chief difficulties arise out of the 
clauses in reference .to disarmament 
and reparation... Neither in men nor 
material has Germany ‘reduced her 
strength to the necessary level, and very 
little progress seems to have been made 
in regard to the indemnity. Both these 
matters will be discussed with the Ger- 
mans at Spa, but the date of that famous 
conference, like the “ date of Irish union,” 
seems to be fixed for Tibb's Eve. There. 
fore, the Allies have decided that action

must be taken at once. Marshal Foch 
and Sir Henry Wilson have prepared a 
Note to the German Government in regard 
to disarmament. The conference is con- 
sidering it, and, possibly with certain 
modifications, will despatch it to Berlin. 
After great trouble a Government has been 


formed in Germany, with Herr Fehren- 
bach at its head. he new Chancellor 
occupies in German politics much the same 
position that the Speaker of the House of 
Comimons occupies in Great Britain; 
therefore, there is some prospect of satis- 
factory negotiations. The disarmament of 
Germany has been far too long delayed. 
In regard to the indemnity, further com- 
plicating factors have been brought into 
play. At the first Hythe conference “ com- 
plete agreement ' between France and 
Great Britain was announced. Mr. Lloyd 
George agreed that France should pay her 
debts to the other Allies pari passu with 
her receipts from Germany, Now that 
pian has fallen ‘to the ground > America 
has vetoed it. Therefore, Great Britain, 
forced to pay punctually at New York, 
can no jonger agree to postpone her pay- 
ments from Paris. This inter-Allied difi- 
culty demands a prompt settlement with 
the Germans. France must get her money, 
and Germany must begin to pay it. How 
mueh and how she shall pay must be de- 
cided at Boulogne. A scheme whith was 
considered favourably by the French 
and British Premiers at Hythe consisis 
roughly in the fixing of a minimum 
annual payment. in gold to provide the 
basis of an international loan, a percentage 
of which would be allotted to the Ger- 
mans. This scheme, on the face ‘of it, 
seems to offer a good way out of the 


difficulty. 
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Wages and Rates. 


Yesterday the Dublin Corporation ap- | 
pointed an arbitration committee which | 
will deal with all future claims by its 
staffs concerning wages and hours of work. 
At the same time it voted an all-round in- | 
crease to its manual workers, which will | 
absorb another £45,500 a year of the rate- | 
payers’ money. Alderman O'Brien, the 
Labour leader, defended this increase on 
the ground that wages were rising every- 
where, and that “ public employers ought 
tc be model employers.’’ The question 
surely is not what the Corporation ought 
to pay, but what it can afford to pay. 
The Dublin rates are nearly 21s. in the 
pound, and this last straw may break the 
ratepayers’ back altogether. Every firm 
owes a duty to its shareholders as well as 
to its servants, and the firm which aspires 
to be a,“ model employer,’ not out of 
profits, but by skinning the shareholders, 
is challenging bankruptcy and is likely to 
achieve it. We may be thankful, however, 
that the Corporation has made a stand 
against the claim of its municipal officials, 
who, it appears, to the number of some 
450, went on strike yesterday. These 
people, not content with the 25 per cent. 
increase that they received some time ago, 
demand a further bonus which would add 
£30,000 to the rates. The Council ignored 
the threatened strike, and referred the 
claim to the new arbitration committee. 
There was a suggestion that the strike 
would stop the city’s supply of light and 
water ; but Alderman O’Brien pointed out 
that the officials did not produce these 
commodities, and promised that the 
manual workers would “carry on.” If we 
could be certain that this protest really 
represented a democratic revolt against 
the ruinous rates, we shouw'd - invite 
Dublin to rejoice; but Alderman 


O'Brien may have had other motives. 
On the whole,’ the work of the new 
Dublin Corporation has been disappoint- 
ing, and the essential proof of reform—a 


substantial reduction of the rates—is not |’ 


yet in sight. The municipal administra- 
tion of the entire country is now in a 
critical state. Exeept in a small corner of 
North-East.

It is seldom, however, that 
the outbreaks are so serious as those which’ 
have occurred in Scotland during the last 
ten days. On the 14th inst. the heather | 
near the village of Aboyne became ignited, 
and the flames spread rapidly until they 
reached one of the valuable woods which 
beautify the district. On the following 
day there was a second outbreak, which 
spread southward towards the bleak moun- 
tain area where the counties of Aberdeen, 
Forfar, and Kincardine meet. For two days 
the conflagration gained ground, and at one 
time the destruction of Aboyne and many 
private houses seemed inevitable. By Satur- 
day the flames had been got under control, 
but even now the situation is dangerous. 
Thousands of acres of timber and 
heather have been destroyéd, and an enor- 
mous amount of game has perished. The 
total damage is estimated at £250,000. In 
Inverness there have been fires of a similar 
character. There is no precedent for out- 
breaks on such a scale in the United King- 
dom ; but, of course, the havoc wrought is 
but smal! compared with the damage done 
by fires in other countries. In Canada, 
for instance, it is estimated that the 
amount of timber destroyed by conflagra- 
tions during the last thirty years exceeds 


purpases. 


Lawn Tennis. 


The lawn tennis meeting which opened 
at Wimbledon yesterday has grown into a 
great international festival. No less than 
sixteen nations will be represented in the 
competitions. From a languid pastime 
tennis has developed into.a. game which 
calls for both skill and strength if any- 
thing more than the most mediocre form is 
to be attained. The chief event during 
the next fortnight will be the competition 
for the singles championship. The 
present holder, G. L. Patterson, is 
an Australian, and he is required 
to defend his title against a host of 
strong opponents. The American repre- 
sentatives, it is thought, will be his most 
serious rivals. Others think that France 
may annex the hynour, while some speak 
of a victory for Japan. It would occasion 
Surprise if the championship fell to the 
British Isles, but the glorious uncertainty 
of the game may yet confound the 
prophets. We have some representatives 
of great skill and experience. Mr. J. C. 
Parke, for instance, has emerged from re- 
tirement, and the critivs say that he has 
never displayed better form. Major 
Kingscote, too, may be relied upon to 
make a bold bid for victory. :

A Sunday newspaper stated yesterday 
that General Dyer was to be reinstated 
in the Army. Seeing that General Dyer 
is still in the Army, though on half pay, 
this was a little exaggerated. it was also 
said that a statement had been submitted 
to the Army Council by the General, and 
that this had influenced the Army Council. 
Mr. Churchill stated to-day that no state- 
ment has yet been submitted by General 
Dyer, as the Army Council bad granted 
him a few more days. to prepare one. 
Aceordingly the Secretary for War 
thought it extremely improbable that the 
Amritsar debate could be held on Monday 
next as provisionally arranged. 

The promotion of His Honor Judge 
Acton to the Court of King’s Bench has 
ereated much interest in legal circles, for 
it is a very considerable time—I cannot 
myself recall an instance—since a County 
Court Judge has received judicial‘ prefer- 
ment. Lord Birkenhead has set, or re- 
vived, a precedent which may well be 
followed on other occasions with advantage 
both to Bench and Bar. Many a man who 
is an excellent advocate makes a very poor 
judge. There have been half-a-dozen cases 
during the past generation, in which the 
country has been saddled with the pay- 
ment of £5,000 a year to a man who, as it 
turned out, was not able, for one reason 
or another, to perform his duties effect- 
ively. Now, if the Chancellor could 
have first tried him on the dog, or, in 
other words, made him a County Court 
Judge, he would, at worst, have cost the 
country only £1,500 a year. 

Information has reached the Lobby that 
many members of the National Union 
of ilwaymen in the North of Tre- 
land repudiate the men who, from 
that part of the country, joined in the 
deputation which was introduced on Friday 
to the Prime Minister by Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, and they similarly repudiate Mr. 
Thomas's claim that they were support- 
ing the objects of the deputation. There 
was, if is declared, no proper appoint- 
ment of the men referred to by vote of the 
districts. 

The Secretary of the Treasury (Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin) has written as follows 
to the representatives of the retired Irish 
teachers. who asked him to receive them 
as a deputation in favour of better terms 
for their class :—‘‘ With reference to your 
letter of the 18th instant, I enclose copy 
of Mr. Bonar Law's statement in the 
House of Commons on March 10th regard- 
ing the pre-war pensioners scheme which 
will apply to Irish teachers. A Bill will 
shortly be introduced to give effect to this 
scheme. It embodies the final decision. of 
His Majesty's Government. In the circum.

served by my receiving a deputation,’’ 

The following memorandum on the 
financial resolution of the Government of 
Ireland Bill was issued this evening :— 
“The present resolution does not cover 
the expenditure placed upon the Consoli- 
dated Fund and votes of Parliament by 
the financial clauses proper (Clauses 18-34) 
but only that provided for in Clanses 35. 
70. As all the items of expenditure in 
question are to be made good by deduc- 
tions from the Irish residuary share of 
reserved taxes, no final charge on the 
Imperial Exchequer is involved.” 

Sir Edward Carson presided over the 
usual weekly meeting of the Irish Unionist 
Parliamentary Party. Here it was de- 
cided to move an amendment to the Home 
Rule Bill (which comes up again to- 
morrow) in favour of striking out the 
orovision which sets up a Court of Appeal 
or the whole of Ireland.

IMPORTANT MEETING IN WEXFORD. 

At a meeting in Wexford of the Parliamentary 
Committee of the County Wexford Farmers’ 
Union, appointed to deal with the questién of 
the unpurchased land of Ireland, Mr. J. 8. 
McDonald, a member of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union, which recently waited on the Chief Secre- 
tary in reference to the same matter, presided. 
Messrs. John Maher, J.P. (Chairman), and D. 
J. Gorey, J.P., attended the meeting ae a dele- 
gation from the Go. Kilkenny Farmers’ Union. 

Chairman said that, as a member of the 
Irish Farmers’ Union deputation that waited on 
the Chief Secretary, he wished to say at the out- 
set that Sir Hamar Greenwood appeared anxious 
to settle the matter, provided the landlords and 
tenants conid come to terms. He (the Chair- 
man) assured the Chief Secretary that they 
could agree. The iatter seemed surprised at 
that, and said: '' I thought you, Irishmen, could 
not agree amongst yourselves on anything.” 
At the conference with the landlords, the points 
on which the farmers’ representatives and them- 
selves reached a tentative agreement were :— 
(i) That six months after the passing of the bill 
all tenants should me, automatically, 
owners of their holdings; (2) no tenant to be 
called on to pay more than one year’s rent. 
whatever his arrears may have been: (2) the 
purchase price to be such as would secure a 
reduction to first term tenants of 35 per cent. 
on present rents, and 25 per cent. on second 
-term and non-judicial rents; (4) money to be 
advanced as land stock or land bonds at 5 per 
cent., at full face value or par; (5) the bonds 
to be such as to secure to the landlord his full 
present income; (6) settlement of the land ques- 
tion not to be subsidiary to any political con- 
sideration. Continuing, the Chairman said the 
only point the landlords were disposed to differ 
with the farmers’ representatives on was ag re- 
gards the reductions to be obtained by the 
tenants. They objected to first term tenants 
getting a 35 per cent. reduction, and suggested 
that the figure should be 28 per cent.’ In the 
case of second term tenants, the landlords gug- 
ted a 25 per cent. reduction. A second con- 
erence with the landlords’ representatives would 
be held at an early date, and it was hoped that 
some practical results would be the outcome 
of it. 

After a long discussion, the Chairman and 
Mr. Gorey, on behalf of the Wexford and Kil- 
kenny Farmers’ Unions, respectively, were in- 
structed to negotiate a setilement on behalf of 
the unpurchased tenants with the Chief Secre- 
tary and the Landlords’ Convention on the best 
terms possible.

Lloyd George is particularly delighted with the 
wonderful reception accorded him by the people 
of Boulogne, which he says is but another evi- 
dence of the close cordiality which exists 
hetween the Britis: and French people. He 
hopes to conclude his business to return to 
London on Tuesday evening.

TRAINS HELD UP ALL DAY. 


SOLDIERS STOPPED AT 
MULLINGAR, 


The following official report was issued in 
Dublin yesterday :— 

A report from Nenagh, Co. Tipperary, states 
that railwaymen have refused to drive the 
7.30 a.m. trdin from Cloughjordan, on the 
ground that a number of policemen are in- 
eluded im the passengers. The police, who 
were proceeding to headquarters for a 
course of instruction, have been ordered to 
remain in the train, which is; therefore, at 
a standstill awaiting further developments. 
The engine driver has been summoned to 
Dublin. 

Our Nenagh Correspondent, telegraphing 
yesterday, says:—An extraordinary deadlock in 
connection with the refusal of railwaymen to 
convey armed forces in trains occurred at 
Cloughjordan Railway Station this morning. 
From the meagre particulars which have so far 
arrived, it appears that when the 7.30 a.m. 
train for Dublin stopped in Cloughjordan it 
was boarded by a number of armed policemen. 
li is stated that the driver; fireman, and guard 
declined to proceed until the policemien with- 
drew. This the latter refused to do, and it is 
reported that the railway officials were in- 
formed that the train would not be allowed to 
proceed farther unless the police were carried. 
The driver and his colleagues declined to with- 
draw their objection, and the train stil] lies at 
the station. The result is that the 10.30 a.m. 
from Limerick to Dublin is held up at Nenagh, 
while the morning boat train from the metro- 
polis, due at the same hour, had not yet 
arrived. The hold-up has caused much incon- 
venience to passengers and business people. 

POLICEMEN REMAIN IN THE TRAIN. 

In a telegram, despatched at 6 o'clock last 
evening, our Correspondent says:—As a result 
of the failure of the morning train for Dublin 
to proceed beyond Cloughjordan, following or 
the refusal to convey armed policemen, Nenagh 
was to-day completely isolated, so far as rail- 
way traffic with the Metropolis was concerned. 
No trains came in or left for Dublin, but com- 
munication with Limerick went on as usual. 
Business people were much inconvenienced, and, 


}ag they feared that the deadlock might develop 


into a national stoppage, al] merchandise lying 
at the station was removed during the day. 

Fuller particulars of the incident at Clough- 
jordan show that the carriage next the engine 
was entered by 10 armed policemen bound for 
Dublin. On being informed of the objection of 
the locomotive men and guard to proceed with 
the train while an armed force was on board, 
the police declined to leave, and it is stated 
that one said that they.were prepared to re- 
main: there for a month if necessary. 

In the forenoon armed military were brought 
from Nenagh and Templemore to the district, 
and took possession of the railway station. The 
locomctive men and guard remained firm in 
their attitude, with.the result that the train 
was at a stand-still all day, while the station, 
which is in charge of over 100 fully-equipped 
soldiers, presented an unusual appearance. 

REPORT AT THE N.U,R. OFFICES. 

Yesterday a telegram was received at the 


| Dublin Headquarters of the N.U.R. from Bally- 


brophy as follows :— 

“ Driver and guard of 7.30 a.m. train ex 
Nenagh refused to pass Cloughjordan Station 
owing to armed forces joining the train at that, 
station. The military authorities refused to 
aliow the train to proceed unless they were 
allowed to travel. Consequent on this action 
the entire traffic of the branch was held up.” 

It was stated at the Dublin offices of the 
N.U.R. last evening that in consequence of 
the incident narrated in the foregoing message 
the railway traffic between Ballybrophy and 
Limerick has been held up.

BI-CENTENARY—ROYAL ! 
EXCHANGE ASSURANCE.

Two hundred years ago a wave of speculation | 
spread over England, and all classes were affected 
by the fever of gambling thai attacked rich and 
poor throughout the country. In the second 
decade of the eighteenth century the madness | 
grew until it culminated in ibe collapse of the 
South Sea Company in 1720, and the South Sea 
Bubble was pricked.

Those formed to grant 
insurance seem to have received more public | 
support and to have been in the hands of more 
capitable administrators than the majority of! 
the schemes to which the public were invited to 
subscribe, and of these there is one, the Roya) 
Exchange Assurance, which, started amidst thu 
fever of speculation, now occupies a world-wide 
position of integrity and strength. On the 22nd 
June, 1720, the proprictors of the Mines Royal 
and Mineral Battery Works. received its grant of 
a Royal Charter under the name of the Royai 
Exchange Assurance. 

The names of the Corporation was taken from 
the Roval Exchange, in which the offices of the 
Mines Royal were Lensed, and in which building 
and its successor the offices of the Corporation 
(with the exception of the few years required for 
its re-erection after its destruction by fire in 
1838) have ever since been.
